"I hav e found in ev ery commun­ 
ity some farmers that hav e had ups 
and dowms with alfalfa for 30 y ears. 
Roller Reduces Cost 
"On 
farms 
where 
the alfalfa 
patches are 
not large 
enough to 
warrant the buy ing of a corrugated 
roller, some use corrugated bridge 
culv erting, 13 inches in diameter, 
fiv e to six feet long, filled in with 
cement, placing bolts in either end. 
“ Most farmers find 
that where 
they are putting in from 10 to 15 
acres of sweet clov er ev ery y ear 
they can afford to buy one of the 
corrugated rollers. 
“ By proper preparation of the soil 
they can get just as good a stand of 
alfalfa with 10 
pounds of seed as 
they formerly obtained when using 
15 to 20 pounds of seed. 
“ Now take a look at the little 
seed. See how .small it is Nature 
has put a hard coat on it because it 
Is hardy , but there 
isn't enough 
plant food in the seed to send its 
shoots v ery far up through the 
ground soil so it can get light, sun­ 
shine and air. Nor Is there enough 
plant food in the seed to send Us 
roots v ery far into the ground to get 
moisture and plant food. So this is 
the reason why the seed bed should 
be mellow’, free from clods and air 
spaces and firmed down, compact, 
and this Is what 
farmers should 
keep in mind In preparing seed beds 
fdr alfalfa. 
To Prepare Seed Bed 
“ In 1936 I found dozens of fields 
of alfalfa that the farmers told me 
had had a good stand when the 
seed first came up. but later died 
out. 
I learned that they had not 
firmed their seed beds dowm with a 
corrugated roller. 
“ Farmers should 
not take 
this 
chansce. They should use the cor­ 
rugated roller not only for alfalfa 
but also for all seedings of clov er 
and other grass seeds.” 
At Friday ’s demonstration acres 
of ground will be plowed, disced, 
limed and prepared for the seeding 
of alfalfa, and all steps In the prep­ 
aration of the seed bed will b°

Glenn Cunningham, th« wo rld's 
greatest o ne-mile runner, ii a Kansas 
farm bo y . On June 16, 19 34 , at Prince­ 
to n, N. J., he asto unded the athletic 
ex pert* o f the natio n by running a 
“ m ill in the pheno menal time o f 4 
minutes 6 7/10 seco nds, a new wo rld s 
reco rd. 
But Glenn Cunningham came elo ae 
*o nev er reaching the spo rts pages as 
in athletic hero fo r y o ung America. 
The rural scho o l which he attended 
as a bo y in Kansas was the scene o f 
a terrify ing fire when he was y et a 
little y o ungster in the early grades. 
Sev eral children were burned to 
death. 
Cunningham 
was 
sev erely 
burned. One o f the po werful legs 
which has carried him to wo rld’s rec­ 
o rds still bears the scars. 
But Cunningham was lucky . Tho u­ 
sands o f o ther scho o l children, in 
scho o l buildings po o rly designed and 
unsafely co nstructed to co mbat the 
hazards o f fire, hav e been less fo r­ 
tunate. Fiv e scho o l buildings burn in 
the United States so mewhere ev ery 
day o f the y ear. No o ne kno ws ho w 
many bo y s and girls who se liv es were 
ended by fires in scho o ls that were 
v eritable tinder bo x es might hav e 
gro wn into citizens o f natio nal pro m­ 
inence fo r the adv ance o f humanity . 
Especially is this true in these day s 
o f the rural scho o l where to o o ften 
funds which sho uld hav e been de­ 
v o ted to the pro tectio n o f these future 
citizens hav e go ne into o ther pro jects. 
The natio n was sho cked o nly a few 
mo nths ago when so me 300 children 
lo st their liv es in the New Lo ndo n, 
Tex as, gas ex plo sio n. Thus it was 
pro v ed that no t alway s ev en in a 
mo dern fire-resistiv e scho o l building 
is life co mpletely safe fro m o ther un­ 
guarded hazards. But there is no ex ­ 
cuse whatev er fo r the flimsy , fire-in­ 
v iting ' structures with 
inadequate 
ex its in which so many children spend 
their day s.

The bu ildin g s often 
hav e been allowed to fall in to a state 
of disrepair. There are n o safe em er­ 
g en cy ex its: if there is a fire escape, 
it is of the flimsy ladder ty pe, worse 
than u seless.
